Saperannnatlon 

Hon.  W  .  T,  While  introduced  a  bill 
to  establisli  u  system  of  superannua- 
tion for  civil  servants.  He  said  that 
his  ohJact  in  doing  no  was  to  allow 
time  for  criticism  and  discussion  of  the 
proposed  measure  during  the  Parlia- 
mentary rece«s.  Opposition  Members 
criticised  the  Minister  for  introducing 
this  legislation  so  late  in  the  session, 
i?iome  of  them  claiming  that  the  object 
was    political. 

Mr.  White  stated  that  Sir  George 
Murray  had  recommended  a  pension 
system  of  which  the  Government  should 
pay  the  entire  cost.  The  Government, 
however,  had  decided  to  adopt  a  con- 
tributory system,  and  in  thi.s  a  large 
reprf-'<entation  of  the  Civil  service  had 
concurred. 

The  principal  of  tht  new  ftind  will  be 
thnt  the  Government  would  pay  half 
and   the  civil  servants   half. 

The  age  of  retirement  for  new  en- 
trants and  all  now  below  the  age  of 
£&  Is  put  at  65,  For  those  55  or  over, 
It  is  fixed  at  70,  and  for  those  of  70, 
It   is  72. 

The  retiring  allowance  Is  to  be  2Va 
per  cent  of  the  total  salary  received 
by  the  civil  .servant  during  his  or  her 
whole  term  of  service.  The  maximum 
is   fixed  at   |l,000. 

Hon,  William  Pugsley  said  that  the 
Government  had  kept  the  House  mark- 
ing lime,  and  that,  although  ihis  Mil 
was  ready  two  montiis  ngo,  it  had  not

TORONTO,  June  12.— -That  tho  Can- 
adujn  Northern  Railway  Co.  expect  to 
easily  raise  In  the  Old  Country  the 
millions  required  for  the  completion  of 
Us  transcontinental  system  Irom  coast 
to  coast,  now  that  both  Houses  ot  tiio 
tJanadlan  Parliament  have  backed  up

Bond  Guarantee  Bill,  was  tho 
assertion  of  Sir  Donald  Mann,  first 
vice-pre."ddent   of   the   company,    today. 

"Of  course,"  said  Sir  lionald.  '■finan- 
cial conditions  change  from  day  to  day. 
but  we  are  almost  certain  that  the 
money  will   be  obtained." 

In  the  meantime  the  C.  X.  H.  Is  plan- 
ning to  go  ahead  with  all  Its  extensions 
and  Improvements,  some  of  which  were 
held  back  during  the  uncertainty  of  the 
passage  of  the  much  discussed  measure 
through  Prsrllament. 

"In  just  about  a  year  from  now,"  said 
Sir  Donald,  "wi>  expect  lo  ha^•c  al'  the 
various  sections  connected  up  and  our 
passenger  trains  running  from  the  -At- 
lantic to  the  Pacific."

The  mines  of  the  Pacific 
Coast  Coal  Mines  Co.,  Ltd.,  are  at 
South  Wellington,  and  a  large  force  of 
non-union   men  are  at  work. 

On  Wednesday  afternoon,  Mrs. 
Walker  and  Mrs.  Taylor,  wives  of  men 
working  in  the  mines,  were  passing 
through  the  vlliagti  when  they  were 
beset  by  a  number  of  tlie  wives  of  rhe 
rrtrilfftvs.  Mrsr.  Walkw"  wnirhft~overtlT« 
head  by  a  wtick  of  wood  receiving  a 
nss*v  ganh,  ami  tlie  other  woman  was 
threatened  v/Uh  death  and  alMj  the 
death  of  her  bab.v.  which  she  was 
wheeling  in  a  perambulator.  She  threw 
herself  across  the  perambulator  just  in 
time  to  recctvi-!  a  li-eavy  blow  over  the 
arm.  The  arrival  of  passersby  and  the 
police  relieved  further  trouble  at  that 
time,  and  the  women  were  taken  away 
in   a   hysterical    condition. 

The  woricing  miners  at  South  Wel- 
lington have  had  other  unpleasant  ex- 
peiienccs,  and  when  the  story  was 
told  them  they  were  gre.atly  excited 
and  tlireatened  to  take  tho  law  into 
their  own  hands  and  wreak  venganc*. 
The  strikers  evidently  feared  that  this 
would  be  t^o  case.  Word  was  .-ient 
out  to  their  comrades  at  nearby  points 
lo  be  in  rcafllness  to  help  them  in  case 
of  a  raid  by  the  so-called  "seabs."  The 
whole  \'illage  was  In  a  blaKe  of  excite- 
ment when  Chief  Stephenson  arrived 
on  the  scone.  He  succeeded  in  getting 
the  working  miners  to  return  to  their 
homes  by  11  o'clock  in  the  evening, 
and.  towards  morning,  persuaded  the 
strikers  to  retire  also.  No  arrests  liave 
been  made  yet  in  connection  witli  llio 
affair,    but    are    Hourly    expected. 

The  women  assaulted  had  gone  to  see 
the  teacher  of  the  local  school,  with 
reference  to  Mrs.  Taylor's  eight-year- 
old  child,  whom,  she  declared,  had  been 
beaten  by  the  children  of  strikers.  Tlie 
youngster  showed  the  results  of  knocks 
on    iier    head    to    back    up    her    story. 

There  was  considerable  excitement  at 
union  headc4uartcrs  in  Xanaimo  when 
news  of  the  threatened  raid  on  the 
part  of  the  workers  roaehcd  the  city. 
Conditions  In  South  Wellington  are  re- 
ported normal  today,  but  there  is  no 
question  imt  that  factional  feeling  Is 
running  very  high.  The  authorities 
are  doing  everything  possible  to  avoid 
serious  consequences  in  case  of  fur- 
ther   trouble.

"There  is  no  financial  stringency  of 
i-onsequenei?,  tlie  present  trouble  being 
that  people  arc  timid  as  to  invest- 
ments. I  am  llrinly  of  tli*  opinion  tltat 
tlie  conditions  will  improve  shortly. 
No  one  can  make  more  than  a  guess  as 
to  when  this  will  occur  and.  if  I  were 
g!i«6fiing,  1. should  say  tiiat  the  cliange 
will    be   felt    this    Call.'' 

Mr.  George  Bury,  vice-president  of 
the  C.  P.  R-,  who  arrived  in  Victoria 
last  evening  after  making  a  lour 
through  Manitoba.  Saskatchewan,  .\1- 
berta  and  the  interior  of  British  <'oluni- 
bl3,  made  the  foregoing  slalemenl  hi 
iHscussing  his  impression  of  "the  rtrrtTFct- 
ary  situation  throughuui  the  Dominion. 
He  Is  accom|)anled  by  Mrs.  Bury  and 
family,  the  latter  being  anxiou*.  to  ob- 
tain first-hand  knowledge  of  the  re- 
puted unrivaled  climate  of  the  Pacific 
Coast  and.  in  particular,  of  Victoria. 

It  was  his  e.vperience,  Mr.  Bury  said, 
tliat  aCtei-  a  stringency  such  as  that 
through  which  the  country  had  passed, 
there  viraa  about  a  year  of  bad  times. 
There  were  various  explanations  of- 
fered. He  thouglit  that  the  trouble 
was  of  a  psychological  character,  be- 
ing merely  a  condition  of  the  mind. 
The  people  had  become  -timid  with  re- 
gard to  Investment  and,  when  suffici- 
ent time  had  elapsed  to  eradicate  the 
effect  of  recent  difficulties,  there  would 
be  a  marked   Improvement. 

The  outlook  on  the  Prairies,  Mr.  Bury 
stated,  never  looked  belter.  There  would 
be  1,750.000  more  acres  under  cultiva- 
tion this  year  than  at  any  time  past. 
The  seeding  had  been  completed  under 
the  best  conditions  and  the  seed  bed. 
practically  everywhere,  could  scarcely 
be  more  satisfactory.  Providing  there 
was  no  exceptionally  bad  weather  he 
was  confident  that  there  would  be  a 
bumper  crop   in    1914.

LOXDON.  June  12.— In  the  House  of 
Commons  today  Mr.  John  Burns,  moving 
tlie  second  reading  of  the  Merchants'

I-Yom  the  time  that  tb«  men  caught  the 
number  at  headfiuarters  hB,ll  until  Chief 
Davis  arrived  at  the  comer  of  Broad  and 
View  Streets  was  twenty-five  seconds, 
the  deputy-chief  being  right  behind  him. 
The  headquarters  hose  wagon  arrived 
at  the  hydrant  at  the  corner  of  Broad 
and  View  In  thlrty-flvc  seconds,  had 
coupled  the  lino  of  hose,  run  to  the  foot 
of  the  fire  escape  on  the  Spencer  build- 
ing, mounted  to  the  top  floor,  with  a 
man  at  each  floor.and  pulUd  a  line  of 
hose  to  the  top.  In  one  minute  and 
eighteen     secc  \ds.  The     crew      then 

descended,  ran  another  line  of  hose  from 
the  same  hydrant,  mounted  the  aerial 
truck  and  carried  a  line  of  hose  to  the 
top  of  the  big  ladder  wltbln  three  -min- 
utes and  thirty  seconds.  So  fast  did 
the  hose  wagon  crow  work  that  tlu<  men 
were  .scrambling  up  the  aerial  ladder  as 
the  ladder  Itself  wa»  being  raised  into 
position  to  the  fifth  floor  of  the  build- 
ing.

The  hose 
wagon  rnade  the  run  to  the  hydrant  ut 
the  corner  of  View  and  Douglas  Streets 
and  the  crew  laid  two  lines  of  hos-J  and 
mounted 'tht<- ladders  with  thetn  in  two 
minutes  and   fifty-five  eeconds. 

Tlie  No.  3  apparatus,  horse  drawn, 
had  a  le.ss  direct  route  tocomo.  hut  tlie 
hose,  wagon  did  the  trip  In  the  excellent 
time  of  one  minute  and  thirty-two  sec- 
onds, including  laying  and  carrying  a 
line  of  hose  to  the  top  of  the  Broad 
Street  fift;t';five  foot  lad^ler.  The  cn- 
,Kinc  from  No.  .'t  hall  wa.i  ■•onnectc.l  with 
the  dj^drant  at  the  corner  of  I'^ort  ami 
'Drond  Streets  In  one  minute  and  twtniy- 
four  seconds.  In  each  case  the  time  of 
the  i^ngiucs  was  taken  up  to  the  mlnule 
when  they  were  ready  for  pumping. 
Steam  was  up  on  the  three  engines  cn- 
;;atJ:ed.  in  the  teat  and.  in  fact,  every 
fcaiure  of  ii  regular  f  1)^0  run  was  snown 
to  the  point  of  turning  on  the  ^^k|.H■•r.

Tho  firemen  slid  d'lwn  Ihc  life  line 
from  the  top  of  the  building,  gavf  nn 
exhibition  of  carrylHrt  down  supposed 
rescued  beings,  and  demon.Htrnii'il  the 
value  of  the  life-saving  net.  a  dummy 
being  used  from  the  fifth  floor  to  In- 
dicate how  a  falling  body  would  be 
fa\ight  in  the  net  below. 

Thro\ighout  the  exhibition  the  police 
legulated  the  ."pectalors  In  excellent 
manner.  The  gathering,  at  one  place,  of 
apparatus  .from  three  halls  nece.-;.<iltaied 
careful  work  by  the  police  in  keeping 
the  streets  cleiir  of  pedestrians.

.  A  Washington  dispatch,  doallng  with 
the  proposed  Lincoln  Memorial  High- 
way to  ba  constructed  from  the  Atlan- 
tic to  the  Pacific  by  the  United  fitates 
Government,  .speaks  of  the  Canadian 
transcontinental  highway  which  will 
.soon  be  completed.  We  quote  from  the 
dispatch  what  is  said  about  the  Can- 
adian  road: 

The  completion  of  this  new  motor 
road  Will  bo  of  interest  not  only  to 
American  motorists  as  un  attractive 
scenic  route,  but  It  will  give  impetus 
to  the  motor  car  trade  of  Canada,  open- 
ing up  a  big  market  for  Amcrlcan-maae 
cars,  and  increasing  trade  opportunities 
in  that  line,  it  is  said.

The  Lincoln  highway  is  being  laid  out 
sci  a«  to  pass  many  points  of  historic 
interest  east  of  the  Missouri  Kiver,  and 
the  most  picturesque  mountain  scenery 
west  of  the  Missouri.  A  similar  plan 
has  been  followed  in  laying  out  the 
Canadian  transcontinental  roadway,

INITIATE  NEW  WORK 

Immediate  Start  on  Frogrsmme  of  Vio- 

torla    and    Island    SeTelopma&t 

Association  Will  Be  Made 


Further  steps  towards  tlie  initiation 
of  active  work  by  the,  Vietori-x  and  Isl- 
and Developmont  As.sociatiou  were 
taken  yesterday  by  the  provisional  coun- 
cil of  the  body  at  a  meeting  held- at  the 
City  Hall.  Alderman  Cuthbeft,  the 
newly-appointed  Industrial  and  Pub- 
licity Commissioner,  it  was  stated,  will 
ronnolly  tHke  o\  tr  his  new  duties  on  tlie 
30th  Inst.  In  the  meantime  he  will 
act  as  secretary  in  an  honor.ary  capaclry. 
Pending  the  foimal  appointment  of  om- 
cers  for  the  association,  a  temporary 
finance  committee,  compose.l  of  Messrs^ 
Simon  Lelscr,  F.  A,  Pauline  and  Alder- 
man McNeill,  was  appointed,  .\idcrman 
Todd  was  selected  as  temporary  chair- 
man of  the  reception  committor  to  act 
with  the  c.Tmmissioner.  By-laws  will 
bo  drafted  by  a  committee  composed  of 
Messrs.  Frank  Higglns,  F.  A,  Pauline. 
C.  H.  Lugrln.  Steven  Jones  and  II.  G. 
Wilson. 

Alderman  Cuilibert  met  the  commit- 
tee and  outlined  chiefly  what  he 
thought  .should  be  the  policy  to  bo  fol- 
lowed. He  assured  the  meeting  that 
when  he  took  over  the  duties  of  com- 
nil.'isioner  he  would  thereafter  devote 
his  entire  time  to  the  work  of  the  asso- 
ciation and  give  up  Ills  private  business. 
He  believed  that  the  work  of  Industrial 
development  would  prove  to  be  the 
most  dlfflcuU  part  of  his  duty,  and  ho 
tirged  that  a  close  study  ot  the  meth- 
ods adopted  by  other  cities  along  si|#i- 
Uar  lines  be  investigated.  He  favored 
the  retention  of  Mr,  Robinson,  present 
acting  secretary  of  the  local  branch  of 
the  Vancouver  Island  Development 
League. 

"With  reference  to  the  industrial  side 
of  the  work.  Alderman  Cuthbert  sug- 
gested that  in  the  near  future  a  public 
meeting  be  held  for  the  purpose  of 
arousing  interesting  In  the  development 
of  the  iron  resources  oC  Vancouver  Isl- 
and. This  suggestion  was  well  received. 
Several  of  the  members  pointed  out 
that  the  Board  of  Trade  was  preparing 
exhaustive  reports  on  this  and  kindred 
matters.  The  first  step  in  a  campaign 
for  development  in  this  direction  would 
be  the  compilation  of  exhaustive  and 
accurate  data  relatlnj:  to  the  iron  re- 
sources of  the  Island. 

The  approaching  visit  of  district  pas- 
senger agents  of  tho.  various  railway 
lines  In  business  in  the  ."Northwest,  and 
the  forthcoming  convention  here  of  the 
Pacific  Coast  Typotheta<-  were  referred 
to  by  Alderman  Cuthbert,  who  urged 
that  some  steps  bo  taken  to  extend 
courtesies  to  them,  and  that  an  effort 
be  made  to  have  as  many  as  possible 
of  tho  delegates  to  the  Pacific  Coast 
Admen's  convention  at  Vancouver  make 
a  visit  to  this  city.

A   XTnion   Woman 

Among  the  many  uays  that  have  been 
proposed  to  make  the  household  worker 
more  efficient  and  the  conditions  of 
employment  less  difficult  is  that  of 
forming  a  union  amongst  household 
workers.  This  experiment  is  being  tried 
in  the  City  of  Clvieago,  no  dout)t  by  the 
ndviee  and  under  the  management  of 
Mr^.  Raymonil  Robins,  the  president  of 
the   National   \Vomen'.s  Trade  Union. 

Tlie  members  of  the  Household 
Workeis'  Trade  T'nion  of  Chleago  arc 
not  dissatisfied  with  tlio  current  rate 
of  ^v-ages,  which  i.s  liigh  enough  to 
satisfy  any  reasonable  woman.  What 
they  do  ask  for  ia  a  tcn-honi-  day.  iho 
use  of  passenger  elevator.s  in  apartment 
buildings;  one  day  off  n  week:  and  one 
week's  vacation  for  those  who  have 
been  employed  six  months. 

On  the  other  hand,  domestic  workers 
tliemselves  are  feeling  the  necessity  for 
training.  It  is  being  recognized  that 
housekeeping  Is  a  business  and  a  diffl- 
I  lilt  one.  Women  mZ  former  gencra- 
Uons  bogan  their  training  in  childhood 
and  f;Ontinuea  it  in  their  homes  till  theii' 
marriage,  rivon  then,  there  were  poor 
housekeepers  as  well  as  notable  nnoa 
in    their  eommunlty. 


In  these  days  the  years  of  ehildhood 
anil  maidenhood  are  spent  in  school. 
.\tter  sehoolduys  arc  over  the  young 
girl  of  parent.s  In  poor  or  moderate  cir- 
eumstHUces  seeks  for  employment.  It 
she  wants  to  be  a  teacher,  a  stenogra- 
pher or  u  nurse  she  proceeds  to  learn 
her  business.  The  salesgirl  or  factory 
worker  accepts  a  very  low  salary  till 
she  J»as  made  herself  familiar  with  her 
duties.  But-  it  is  not  often  that  the 
domestic  worker  is  willing  to  profess 
heraelf  a  learner.  She  asks  t»>e  current 
rate  of  wages  vhen  She  hMiyery  Uttlq 
knawledge  of  Ihe  wdrlt  th«t  toiMt  .be 
done.  8h«,  baa  to  Jbe  ts^tivbt  t»i  ooote, 
to  clean  a'  roonU  -to  care  for  a  baby. 
Often  she  hvt  not  the  remotest? idea  of 
how  to  plan  and  co-ordlnato  her  work. 
If  ber  employee^  has  patience  and  teach- 
lag  abiUty.  anfl  lb*,  liaa  a  capacity  for

without  making  many  mistakes,  too 
oftQQ  when  ahe  becomes  'Veally  valu-^ 
able  B|i«  MAks  a  better  paid  situation. 
But  the"  itnaploi^er.  oC^en  tires  of  Incom- 
petent servIcii^inBnSEres  one  girl  after 
another  till  she  is  suited.  The  wonder 
Is  that  such  a  wasteful  plan  has  lasted 
so  long.  There  arc  signs  that  it  i.s 
coming   to    an   <^'ud. 

In  Portland,  Oregon,  a  training 
school  for  household  workers  was  or- 
ganized a  few  months  ago.  A  graduate 
from  Pratt  Institute,  Brooklyn,  has  been 
engaged  to  give  instruction.  The  prae- 
tical  work  i-s  carried  on  .lust  as  it  would 
be  In  a  homf>,  The  girls  wear  u  uni- 
form and  p«?rform  their  duties  with  thn 
same  care  and  efficiency  as  do  nurses 
In  training.  The  law  of  this  state  llm- 
ll.s  the  working  hours  of  women  to  ten 
hours  n  day  and  home  workers  are  no 
exception. 

When  these  women  have  finished 
their  training  they  will  know 
how  to  go  about  their  duties.  They 
will  need  no  further  in.'struction  than 
that  neeessaiv  to  liKlicate  what  their 
duties   are. 

On  the  other  haud.  those  employes 
will  edcpect  to  be  treated  with  the  same 
consideration  as  the  business  man 
shows  his  stenographer  or  the  trained 
nurse  recelvos  from  the  heads  of  the 
family  In  which  she  works.  This  will 
not  do  away  with  the  need  of  sym- 
pathy and  kindly  Interest  or  with  re- 
spectful demeanor  on  the  part  of  the 
employed.  But  It  will.  It  ;»  hoped,  re- 
move the  stigma  which  has  fallen  on 
this   most    womanly   of  avocations.

She  sailed  from  Antwerp  April  5, 
London  April  6.  Glasgow  .\prll  ll.  and 
from  Liverpool  on  .\prll  18.

Montreal  rcport,<5  little  cliange  in  the 
trade  situation,  although  the  feeling  ap- 
pears to  be  somewhat  more  cheerful. 
Favorable  weather  has  Improved  the  de- 
mand for  Summer  drygoods  and  cloth- 
ing, but  the  aggregate  of  sales  is  not 
up  to  those  of  a  year  ago.  There  is. 
however,  a  fair  demand  from  the  coun- 
try, Groceries  are  moving  in  close  to 
normal  volume,  and  comll lions  in  hard- 
ware and  building  nmtcrials  arc  com- 
paratively satisfactory. 

Ketall  trade  is  tip  to  the  average  at 
Quebec,  and  while  business  is  rather 
fiulct,  orders  for  Fall  drygoods  arc  com- 
ing in  freely  and  wholosnlerH  expect  a 
brisk  demand    in   the   near  ftiture. 

There  Is  a  moderate  movenreut  for 
merchandise  at  Toronto,  but  hardily  tho 
activity  expected.  Sorting  up  busines.i 
iii  drygoods  Ir  fair,  but  much  conserva- 
tism is  noted  in  placing  orders  for  Pall 
and  Winter  goods.  Demand  for  hard- 
wf.re  Is  satisfactory,  and  buying  of  gro- 
ceries is  well  maintained,  though  pur- 
chases fire  mostly  in  small  lots.
